Thia would seem to indicate that th« 


crisis impending in China involving a 
naval demonstration by the 
British 


forces has been averted, for a time at 
least, by a compliance with the princi- 
pal demands of the British. 


It can not be learned, however, 


•whether the decree concedes all of the 
demands made, and the cablegram makes 
no reference to the sweeping conditions 
imposed by the British minister that 
the guilty officials be punished by sus- 
pension for three years of all promotions 
and appointments in the civil service in 
the province of Szechuan. 


Viceroy Lin, whose fall is announced, 


has been in trouble before. It is under- 
stood that he was found guilty last No- 
T*mber of misappropriation of funds, 
and biter on because the French investi 
gation showed that he was responsible 
for the Cheng Tu riots he was obliged 
to pay an indemnity of fSOO.OOO to the 
French Catholic mission out of his own 
pocket. 


The preseut conclusion which ha= 


been brought about apparently by Brit- 
ish threats will not involve the aban- 
donment of the independent investiga- 
tion into the Chens: Tu riots which has 
been ordered by Secretary Olnej. There 
has been a change in the personnel of 
the commission and Commander Barber, 
the naval attache, who has fallen ill 
has been relieved from duty as a com 
missiooer by Lieutenant Commander 
John P. Merrill, executive officer of the 
United States steamship Baltimore.

WOMEN AS "FIREMEN."

A Handsome Book Bindlor- 


The only old gold and silver bound dia- 


mond incrusted book in the world is en- 
shrined iu tho holy Molininmedaii city 
of Isnan-Ruza, Persia. The book is "if 
course a copy of the Altoran, and is a 
gift from Abd-ur-Raliinan, ameer of 
Afghanistan. The covers of this unique 
volume, tho sides of which are 9>£ by 
4 inches, are of solid gold plates one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness, lined 
•with silver sheets of the same thickness. 


The centerpiece, as well as the cor- 


ners, is a symbolic design wrought in 
diamonds, rubies aud pearls. The center 
figure is a crescent, with a star between 
its points, the whole design being com- 
posed of 109 small diamonds, 167 pearls 
aud 122 rubies. The diamonds on each 
comer, which are almost hidden in the 
golden setting, aud the orange colored 
Incquer with which they are fastened 
are each worth about $5,000. The book 
itaelf is on parchment, entirely written 
by hand.

They have built up towns, but are mere 
tenants at sufferance, without a particle 
of title to the lands on which theybnilL 
Tbe Indian courts are closed against 
them, as are tbe Indian schools to their 
children, 30,000 of whom have no other 
opportunity for schooling, excepting 
those whose parents are able to hire pri 
vate teachers. They have no voice in the 
governments of these five nations, nor a 
police officer to protect them or their 
property against violence. 


It will be the object of tbe commis- 


sion, first, to obtain such a solution of 
the town site question that those who 
have bnilc up these towns aud invested 
large snma in costly buildings and ex- 
pensive stores and trading places may 
have some title to the ground upuu 
which tbe structures stand and some 


i voice ia their goverument.and, secondly, 


i to see that the vast and valuable terri- 
1 tory shall be held cither accordiug to 
the original title, for all Indians equal- 


I ly, or shall be allotted in severalty tc 
i them, so that each may hold his owe 
ihare in fee.

Tin- \VhItn Grub. 


During the present-year chore has bern 


unusual complaint o£ damage from grub- 
woniis, Kut only was corn injured, but 
in some districts meadows aud pastures 
were seriously nflected. The presence 
of tho grub in numbers sufficient to ho 
dangerous cannot bo known until the 
damage done becomes appuifnt, mak- 
ing it very difficult to light the pest. 
This grub is tho larva} of the May beer 
tie or June bug and is always present 
to some extent, but tho damage is usu- 
ally insignificant.

Prairie Fnruicv advises whera corn has 
suffered that hoys be turned into tho 
fields as early ;is possible, as they will 
root out and eat tho grubs. Fall plowing 
should be done late enough to turn them 
up to cold weather. In meadows they 
work iu patches, eating off the grass 
roots just below the surface, dotting 
iielils with, dead spots. Here it is even 
more difficult, to reach them. The only 
effective remedy seems to be to turn 
the sod up, evon if it necessitates re- 
seeding. The urgency ol each particular 
case will determine the necessity of 
such extreme measures. 


Next year when the May and June 


beetles sire feeding upon the foliage of 
trees future broods could be prevented 
by energetic spraying of orchard, orna- 
mental and, as far as practicable, foiest 
trees with pans green or other insecti- 
cides. 


Plowing. 


According to Pr;"'riu Farmer, the CTJ- 


denco seems couchtsive that subsoil 
plowing on the fertile prairie soils of 
such states as Illinois aud Iowa, for in- 
stance, is not generally profitabla 
Oc- 


casional reports, well attested, havu 
shown paying results, but these have 
been the exception ruther than ibo rule. 
Ou the other hand, the percentage -of 
cases of considerable improvement' in 
crops from sttbsoiliug in Kansas and 
Nebraska seems pretty lar^o. Obviously 
tho deeper tho soil is stirred, if it is not 
naturally sufficiently porous, tho larger 
will be tho supply of available plant 
food, and tho Jsrgar-\Yill bo the reservoir 
for collecting mid storing water which 
enters the ground after rains. Much of 
the prairio soil of Illinois is sufficiently 
porous to a considerable depth to readily 
permit water to enter and is so admira- 
bly fitted to retain the water, as nlso to 
draw it toward tho surface, by capillary 
attraction. 
Ill such conditions there is 


no sufficient reason forsnbsoilingfor or- 
dinary cropping.

hedga It was nice to know- 
exciting days were past, and that I now 
rode the machine as if I were a part of it. 


The lane is a lonely place at any time 


of the day. Broader roads and more di- 
rect ones lead to the little village I havo 
spoken of, but whose name I need not 
mention. My friend proved so entertain- 
ing that I staid on and on.

I ultimately did reach home. People in 
the country, I was told, were not al- 
ways prepared to receive unexpected 
visitors to dinner. It was not the thing | 
to drop down with my bicycle upon a j 
helpless aian in the country aud then 
hang around the premises until I was 
invited to dinner. I am always pnttiug 
my foot iu it this \> ay. It makes me feel 
guilty afterward, but what is a man to 
do? 


It was pitch dark when I left the 


house, and when I came to the entrance 
of 'the lane it was even darker than 
pitch, if such a thing be possible. I lit 
my bicycle lamp for the first time in 
my life. The lump had cost me a lot of 
money and was said to bo the best in 
the market, but when it tried to com- 
pete •with the appalling darkness of the 
lano I saw what a futile thing it was. 
It shed a dim circle of light a long way 
ahead that didn't seem to me to be of 
much practical usa I pushed the ma- 
chine along and sprang lightly on its 
back. Now I thought I knew how to 
ride perfectly, but I was to find out that 
riding in the broad daylight and riding 
in the darkness are two entirely differ- 
ent things. The machine gave, a wabble 
first in one direction and then ia the 
other and my heart came in to my month 
when I found that unless I saw the 
whetl I did not know how to balance 
the concern.

little sense I had clear away from me, 
aud I gave one u-rrific yell fit to rouse 
any recently dead man and flung myself 
from the machine.
